(After Messrs. Huinmcl, JiA, and, Solonion, NSC, left, the 
discussion continued. ) 

The Secretary: The President has asked me to raise a matter with 
you. What I wanted to talk to you about, Mr. Ambassador, is that wc 
have had a letter from a man called Harned Hoose. He has been four 
times to China the last two years, and lie has been in contact there 
with a Chinese by the name of Wang Chen-chuan. 

Ambassador Huang ; I don't know about that. 

The Secretary: He's supposed to be the Mayor of Canton, Mr, Hoose 
claims that Mr, Wang has asked him to establish a direct contact to the 
President through General Haig. 

Mr, Chi: He's supposed to be the Mayor of Canton? 

The Secretary : (Looking at a document) It says that he is the Mayor 
of Kwang-chou. 
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Mr. Chi; lliat's Canton. 



/ Tlic Secretary : And the Deputy Mayor of Kwang-chou Province, 

•j (The Ambassador laughs incrcduously. ) 

j Allegedly, he says that you would like to get from us some ^ 

* photos of Soviet military installations in return for some unspecified 

j quid-pro-quo. (There is considerable discussion among the Chinese. ) 

Ambassador Huang : This is totally impossible. 

The Secretary: That' s all I wanted to say. 

Ambassador Huang : What kind of person is this Mr. Hoosa?-. Is he an 
American? ^ 

The Secretary: Yes. 

Mr. Chi: Has he had any communication with your Administration or 
the State Department? 

The Secretary: No. He knows BomcOiing about China. I don't know 
his background exacUy. He served in China either with the Army or 
something. I don't know his background. He presented himself to 
my office a couple of years ago. I asked him to prepare papers, such 
as an analysis of tlie Chinese novel, analysis of Chairman Mao's poetry, 
etc. , just to help mc understand the Chinese. I have had no contact 
witli him at all, 

Mr. Chi: He was in the Army in China? 

Tlio Secretary: I don't know. He is hot our agent; he came to us claiming 
he spcakr, for you. I'm asking your opinion, 

Ambar.satlor Jhmng : I know no tiling about liim. 

Tho Sricrcl.iv y: T-ct mc read his mcscagc to you (reading from the 
docuincnl). Wang Chcn-chuan ti.iUl the following at the Mlndxu Holcl 
in Room *;01 on several occasions in Peking on March 3-6, I just got 
this nu:;;f:af,c, incidentally; otherwise, I would have- raised it with 
your Deputy Prime Minister. I didn't know about it at the dinner. 

(Conlinuini; vnattuH; from tht; document.) After r.cveral montho 
and having'. i;ottcn acquainted with Mr. Wang, he said lhat I (lloosc) 
could transmit messages to the President of the United States via 
General IL-iif. and thoui;ht I could be trusted to maintain total secrecy 

with rcr.pcr.! to nvich irj or; r.agcr..

^n"M:^ JbeUcv: U riZJ. to tL security of the Peoples KepubUc. 
wc wTu give it to you. But as I said I got this from General Harg. 

Good. So we sviU not reply to this. (Tlierc is further discussion 
among the Chinese. ) 

A^>,,»ador Huang : As we see it, this is totally impossible. 

The Secretary: So we will not reply. Your government will under- 
TSJd. We use this channel for communication. 

(There is further discussion among the Chinese, ) 

Embassador Huang : The question o£ a reply is not really an issue. 
We have no particular viewpoint on this matter. 

Tl.e Secretary: At any rate, this is .not an official communication. 
Mr. gii; From our government? 
The Secretary ; Yes. 

Ambassador Huang: I myself know nothing about this. It is my 
convUtlorthat it i s totally impossible for our Deputy Governor to 

say such a Uiing to him. 

The Secretary: So wc will do noUung. 
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Ambassador Huang : It is rcs-Uy inconceivable. 

The Secretary: It secmp inconceivable to us, but it had 60 much 
detail. You can read tlie message thai the man wrote to me. 
(Gesturing with the document. There is discussion among tlie 
Chinese. ) 



Ambassador Huang ; Tlicre is really no need for us to look at it. 



Tlie Secretary: Good. 

Ambassador Huang : You will be going to the Middle East very 
shortly. -* 

The Secretary; Yes, a week from Sunday, : 
• Mr. T^rd: A week from Sunday? 
Tlic Secretary: No, I mean Lliis Sunday. 

A mliriKsador TTtian r: I remember when you were going to the Middle 
Kast, I wiohcd you good success. Whi]c I was, in China, you went again 
three times. You did gain sxxcccus. So wo hope that on this new trip 
to the Middle East you will gain new achievements. 

The Secretary: lliank you very much. 

A3nba«sador lluann : We can sec tliat the Russians arc very unhappy. 
An ooon ar: you left Syria, Gromyko went there. 

Tlio .Secretary: Dut it doesn't show, very great self-confidence in 
their behavior. Now tlicy are very eager for Gromyko to meet me 
in Damascus, But ir any event, we will not permit the Soviet Union 
to participate in active negotiations. And I am going to stop in 
Algiers and Cairo, and then I will go to Damascus. 

Ambassador Huang ; Actually, the Soviet Union is the real obstacle 
to a solution.

'J.'Ii<-i Scf.ri'la ry; Firitt, dtifipll o what fioni<: irrcnchnion iirc putting 
out, wc arc opponcd to Mittoj-nnd, U. S. docs not want Mittcrand to 
win. And insofar .as wc can effect tlic situation, wc will support 
cither Chaban Dclmas or D'Estaing. And wc will do nothing to 
embarrass ihc French government. 

Now it is our assessment Uiat it could be Mittcrand gets the 
most votes in the first round, but he will not get 50 percent. And 
there is a good chance in tlic second round citlicr D'Estaing or 
Chaban Dchnas will get a majority, • 

Ambassador Huanp^ ; That's .also our view'. 

The Secretary: I slightly prefer D'Estaing personally — tliis is not 
an official view becatisc I thinlc he's more intelligent than Chaban 
Delmas. Wc have no significant view on that subject. That's just 
a personal judgment. We prefer cither one to Mitterand, And I'll 
even lot them keep Jobert as Forcigi; Minister if they want to. 
(Laughter) Even with that we'd rather have him Uian Mitterand win. 

Ambassador Huang : Personally, I also think cither Chaban Delmas 
or D'Estaing will win, but it is difficult to say at the present time 
which one will win. 

The Secretary: The only danger is tliat the Gaulhists have fought 
60 much among each oilier that everyone is thinking that Mittcrand 
can't win, and therefore it is safe to vote for hini in tlie first ballot, 
and that by accident he might get over 50 percent. And in that way 
maybe Mitterand could win, but it's not probable that is a slight 
danger. 

Ambassador Huang: I was in France for some years, and I noted 
their elections. 
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-n)0 Sccrctarx: I'm not worricc] about Uic second ballot - I'm more 
worried about tlic first. 

Ambassador Huang : Yes.'' I think there's a point in what you said. 
We can't completely disregard such a danger. 



-n.e Secretary: At any rate, you can tell Peking that the U S., insofar 
an we can do anything to effect the elections, wUl be anti-Mitterand 
strongly. 

Ambassador Huang : Well, I know you arc very busy, so I will leave 
now, ^ 

(As Uic Chinese were leaving, the Secretary asked if the 
Ambassador was well settled in town, and he said that he was. ) 
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
